Applicant respectfully petitions to obtain the filing date of January 23, 2002 for the 

above-referenced application. Enclosed herewith is a petition fee as per 37 CFR 1.17(h). As 

Applicant believes the above-referenced application was entitled to the filing date of January 

23, 2002, a refund of this petition fee is also respectfully requested. 

The above-referenced application is a 371 of PCT/USOO/13124 application, filed May 

12, 2000. The application was not accorded the above filing date due to what appears to be a 

confusion of dates on behalf of the Patent Office. 

Applicant received a Notification of Missing Requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371 dated 

January 4, 2002 stating that a signed Declaration was due to the Patent Office by February 4, 

2002. A response to the Notification of Missing Requirements, along with the signed 

Declaration, was mailed to the Patent Office on January 23, 2002 (Appendix A), thereby 

making January 23, 2002 the priority date. Due to a clerical error, neither the appropriate fee 

nor a copy of the Notification of Missing Requirements accompanied the signed Declaration. 

A March 28, 2002 telephone conversation between Janice Kuehn (Assistant to Applicant's 
SLUAHGl 00000009 09979S70 | 
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attorney) and Vonda Wallace (U.S. Patent Office) was held in which Ms. Kuehn was told that 
the errors would result in a delay, but not abandonment of the application. 

On November 15, 2002, a Notice of Abandonment was mailed to Applicant's 
attorney. On November 26, 2002, Applicant's attorney prepared and filed a Petition to 
Withdraw Holding of Abandonment (Appendix B). Subsequently, a Decision on Petition 
Under 37 CFR 1.181 was granted and was received by Applicant's attorney on March 8, 
2003. 

Finally, Applicant's attorney received a Filing Receipt mailed March 19, 2003 that 
indicates the application's filing date as November 26, 2002 (Appendix C), rather than the 
correct date of January 23, 2003 (see Appendix A). 

For the reasons set forth above, and because Applicant did meet all of the 
requirements as set forth under 37 CFR 1.494, Applicant's attorney requests that a corrected 
Filing Receipt be issued with the correct filing date of January 23, 2003.
